"In I820 the Hon. Lewis Cass, ac 
companied by Henry R. Schoolcraft, the 
historian, w ent tai nu exploring expedi­ 
tion np tho Mississippi a* far as Cass 
lake, so named at the tuna by School 
c ra ft In 1M23 an Italian traveler, J (X 
Beltrami, went over David Thompson’s 
route to T urtle lake and reported that 
lake to Iw» the true source. 
Evidently, 
however, lie heard from the Indians 
about Lake Itasca, for he mapped it wit Ii 
approximate accuracy, though ho was 
never there and did not imagine that 
the Father of Water* sprang thence. 
"L ake Itasca wa* 
rediscovered in 
1832, when Schoolcraft, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Allen, United State* army; 
the Rev. Mr Boe two! I and others, wa* 
guided to the lake by a Chippewa In 
(iian, known as Yellow Head. 
On this 
occasion Lake Itasca received its present 
name, which wa* made tip of parts of 
the word* Veritas Capot, signifying the 
‘true bead* of the river. The Latin was 
had, for it ought to have been Vorum 
C aput 
Tho lake had previously been 
known by the French name of I,ao a la 
Bichos, meaning Elk Lake. This was a 
translation of the Chippewa Onioshko* 
Bog! agon. 
"Schoolcraft’s party made an exam i­ 
nation of Lake Itasca, being satisfied 
that they (tad found tho true source of 
the Mississippi. 
Not again until 183G 
did any scientific man visit the spot. 
This was a Frenchman, J N. Nicollet, 
who tried to ascertain tho source of the 
feeders of Lake Itasca. Exploring sooth 
ward, he reached t he springs from which 
the infant river takes its rise. It should 
bo understood that the Mississippi runs 
from its source directly northward for a 
distance of 7>0 miles before turning about 
in a sort of fishhook bend ami starting 
southward. To the baby stream, before it 
enters Lake Itasca, Nicollet gave the po 
etlo n am eo f ‘Cradled Achillea * He es­ 
tablished its course iu 0011111*014011 with 
throe small lakes, since named Upper, 
Middle and Lower Nicollet lakes—that 
is to say, ho found that the little river 
ran through two of these small lakes 
and connected with the third. This ex 
ploror mapped the whole of the Itascan 
basin aud determined the latitude, Ion 
gitudo and altitude w ith each accuracy 
that subsequent surveys have only con 
tinned and amplified bis observations. 
"T he whole subject of which I have 
been speaking Was befogged aud thrown 
into dispute recently by a certain Cap 
tam Glazier, who, apparently for no 
other purpose than to advertise himself, 
published his alleged discovery of a m w 
and true source of the M ississippi 
By 
reducing tho size of Lake Itasca, ignor 
ing N icollet's Cradled Achilles, magin 
fying a small side lake which he called 
Lake Glazier, and by stretching out one 
of tho feeders of the latter, he produced 
a distorted map which actually imposed 
oil the Royal Geographical society of 
Groat Britain. Many of the error* thu? 
originated have crept into the standard 
maps of tho United States. 
" It may bo said that there is nothing 
further to be learned about the trut 
source of tho Father of Waters. 
A* a 
m atter of essential fact, the true Upper 
Mississippi is tho river calk'd the Mi* 
sonri. The stream that flows from Lake 
Itasca is merely a tributary 
I ought not 
to forget to mention that i walked along 
the bod of tho stream termed by Captain 
Glazier the infant Mississippi for a con- 
j side rabic distance dry shod. 
Tho little 
brook was dried up Latn measurements 
have reduced tho leugth of tho Missis 
I Sippi from 8,184 miles to 3,505 miles. " 


A Hit of lliilifrto I npublDhrd HU tory of 
t 
W nr o f IS IS , 
Thi* i* a chapter of semiofficial, semi- 
domostio history, aud it is vouched tor 
by a granddaughter of tho hero’s fam ­ 
ily line, a Chicagoan who now lives on 
Dearborn av en na 
Prominent in Mr. Madison's cabinet 
sat, fourscore year* ago, S<*crefary of 
tho Navy .Jones, tho son of a famous 
shipbuilder, a man gallant not only in 
spirit, hut in dress and manner. 
Hi* 
title sa fur his office is attested by tho 
naval histories of tim war of 1813. lin t 
the successful secretary hail more w it 
than hair, and a wig was a Bino qua 
non of hi* political ami social life. 
All 
went well w ith this adornment until 
tho luckie*.* August day in 1814 when 
the British marched from Bladensburg 
upon W ashington. 
It will l*i remeraliered that President 
Madison and hi* cabinet stood not upon 
th® order of their going on that occa­ 
sion, but went at once— to a very re- 
tin d summer resort. 
Every one knows 
how Lady "D olly" remained behind 
long enough to save some valuable 
W hite House portraits from having their 
eyes pnt out by English bayonets, but 
few have heard how’ collected Mrs. Sec­ 
retary Jones was in this national crisis. 
Presence of mind is said to bo promot­ 
ed by ab*< nee of body. This lady dis­ 
played in tho faro of danger presence of 
both mind and body. 
As tho secretary 
emerged from his doorway, his hands 
full of such fam ily valuables as his agi­ 
tated condition had allowed him to col­ 
lect, Mrs. Jones confronted him w ith 
tho appalling words: 
"M y dear, you have forgotten my 
slipper*. 
You m ust go back and get 
thorn. ” 
General Ross was almost at his door 
bringing imprisonment or death, lint tho 
unhappy man turned back to hunt tho 
slippers, which, it is only fair to Mrs. 
Jones to add, were adorned w ith dia­ 
mond backie*. In hi* headlong quest for 
these treasures—w hich he secured— his 
wig dropped off iii a dark corner, and 
ho did not dare to take tim e to hunt for 
it nor to attem pt tho purchase of an­ 
re ber. The shorn nmjearnnee of the seo- 
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rotary, hitherto faultless in all appoint 
mentsof dress, is said to have very mach 
lessened the m elancholy of the cabinet 
journey. It is further asserted that d ar­ 
ing the time of retirement, do m atter 
how depressed any member of the presi­ 
dential party felt over public and pri­ 
vate woes, if he but glanced at Secretary 
Jones peal upon peal of irresistible 
laughter was sure to follow and that tho 
despoiled Adonis cordially joined in 
these bursts of m errim ent.—Chicago 
Tribune. 


A .Malar Water NI Id*. 
In Perak, a state in the Straits Set­ 
tlements, tho Malays have one form of 
amusement which is probably not to bo 
enjoyed anywhere else in the wide 
world. 
There is a huge granite elope in the 
course of a mountain river, down which 
the w ater trickles alnmt two inches 
deep, the main stream having carved 
out n bed by the sido of tho bowlder. 
This rock, tho face of which has been 
rendered as smooth as glass by tho con- ! 
stunt flow of w ater daring hundreds of 
years, tho Malays—men, women and 
children—have turned into a toboggan, 
( ’limbing to tho top of the rock, they 
sit in the shallow w ater w ith their feet 
straight out and a hand on each side for 
steering and then slide down the OO feet 
into a pool of water. 
This is a favorite sport on sunny 
mornings, as many as 300 folks boing 
engaged at a tim e anil sliding so quick­ 
ly oho after another or forming rows of 
two, four or even l ight persons that 
they tum ble into the pool a confused 
mass of scream ing creatures. 
There is 
little danger in tho game, and, though 
some choose to sit on a piece of plantain, j 
most of tho tobogganer* are content to 
squat on their haunches.—London L it­ 
tle Folks.
